Backing intact; some blue smudges affecting text block 

Backing completely intact; horizontal crease with some loss of rigidity; rare variety with pebbled backing 

Looks VF-NM, but the cardstock was formerly slit horizontally to make it a folder! That has been neatly repaired, and here’s an 
opportunity to acquire an extremely rare board, the first duplicate I’ve had of this variety

Slight chipping at two corners 

Very rare first printing without copyright date; five small tears; flocking worn at edges; “Moore” written in script on upper back 
Scarce early printing with 1936 copyright; one small tear in backing; flocking a bit rubbed at edges 
Rare first printing with no copyright date; just two small tears in backing; printing dull but intact 

Rare early printing dated 1936; vivid red vendor stamp for Ben’s Stamp House in Chicago; though there are 11 partial tears, the printing 
is bright and the flocking only a bit worn 

One partial tear; light stain on back at bottom left corner; bright printing and very clean overall 

Rare first printing with no copyright date; five partial tears; printing a bit dulled but intact; one corner worn 

Rare transitional variety with Third Edition format; sharp corners, clear printing; one partial tear and a bit faded at top and right edges 

This rare variety was formerly slit horizontally to convert it into a folder! It has been very neatly repaired and looks VF-NM overall 
One partial tear and adhesive residue in a few openings; very rare and the nicer of just two I’ve had for sale 

Very rare variety with no copyright date; VF overall, but the cardboard was formerly slit horizontally to serve as a folder! This has been 
neatly repaired, but the face is also faded 
Backing intact; just light corner wear 

Scarce title; backing intact; printing faded but still visible; inked ‘X’s in about half the openings

Never used, but there is some moisture wrinkling at the right edge 
Backing intact; this is the highest grade I’ve offered for the variety 

Backing completely intact 

One opening partially torn without loss of paper; three tiny number in black ink on the face are barely noticeable 
Slight chipping of face paper at the edges 

Backing intact; printing bright; corners nicely squared; so rare this nice

Backing completely intact, and very rare this nice 

Corners sharp; only one torn opening; backing a bit wrinkled at edges; couple of small pen marks 

Unused, couple dimples in cellophane, slight chipping at edges 

Sharp corners; two openings partially torn; small pen mark at lower right 

Scarce title; corners sharp; three openings fully torn; tiny pen mark at lower right
